duy above mentioned, twenty Ihe miles 
uovth-wtst of Montauk, tho bttrk William 
Lord, bound . from Baltimore to Boston, 
stru'.'k her amidships, staving her bulwarks 
and giving bar a .were shock. Tho cicw, 
numbering Hixlcmi persons in nil, were 
asleep iu thuir Ijiinlts below, with the

When tho excitement was over, Captain 


Creed ascertained Umt a boy twelve je.irs 
old, aimed Andrew 11. Pronty, u Cuhaswt 
boy, had been tell on bonid tin- Hchoonei. 
An effort wa< made to induce tho captain 
of the bark to ho by till inoniiiifr, but lie 
rcfu«ed, being quite positive in the belief 
that the schooner sank immediately aitoi 
the collision. And so the bark sailed to 
Holmes' Hole, and left juung Prouty to his 
fate. 


The boy thus hTt done in a shattered 


vesaeldid not waken until about four o'clock 
in the moining. Ho wrnl on deck, and 
finding that the whole ciew had disappear- 
t-d, lie concluded that they hud bei'ii tulvi u 
and carried away, or thrown overboard DV 
Jeff JJa\m' privateers, of whom lo li.ul 
heard the men talking frequently dining 
tho Lr\une.

ble change produced in a gnn by nlle bor- 
ing it and using a proper projectile, are 
aware of the increased power obtained, and 
the influence which, in a single effect oi in- 
creased range, such guns may ha\i> in bat- 
tle.

Jf we consider the effect on infantry, the 


long range of this artillery pieu>nts tho 
massing of divisions anywhere within th > 
distance reached by explosive missiles, am1 
compels the troops to advance in open oi- 
der, and at a rapid oxhaustmg pace. 


Hence mere numbers, repieaentirig ag-

bring forth.''

Sooit are emphatically " past finding out." 
But to the fat-Is of what has been and is be- 
ing done. 


There have arrived up to the present 


time at this military station about fifty-six 
thonsaud troops, making with the District 
volunteers u total of about sixty thousand- 
The Massachusetts regiments generally have 
come well equipped. Tho New York regi- 
ments 
indifferently. 
The Pennsylvania 


regiments badly. Hhode Idlatid, New Jer- 
ley and New Hampshire have come ready 
for nctton; with army waggons and abund- 
ant stores following their regiments. Had 
all the states been enabled to send their 
forces in the condition of the three last 
named, the entire army might have been 
ready to-day to have commenced operations 
ar.d to have moved forward not only lotah: 
but to occupy and hold tho enemy's posi- 
tions. But most of the regiments hate 
been obliged to go into cnmp here for weeks 
till the government could furnish arm a and 
army teams and stores to put them ou a real 
" war footing.'1 This has been done as fast 
BS it could be done ; tho force, probably to 
about two-thirds tho whole amount, have 
passed over into Virginia, and in a condi- 
tion that they will not bo obliged to " come 
home the first night after their supper /" It 
is one thing to say " wo arc all ready." It 
is another thing \otjet ready. Take for in- 
stance Wisconsin. If I am not mistaken, 
Wisconsin was called upon originally for 
two regitncr.ts. They were aiid to have 
been promj tly raised, and subsequently 
several other regiments were accepted. If 
J am not likewise mistaken it id some weeks 
since the government called for all tho Wis 
consin troops that were ready. 
Testerday 


tho Second Wisconsin regiment luiived. — 
They are well and substantially clothed, 
appear tolerably well drilled, but they have 
been obliged to go into camp hero till the 
government can fit them out with approved 
arms and the necessary army teams to fol- 
low them into service. The government 
bill them more than welcome; and are ready 
U) do for them as fast as they can. 


The government ia not finding fault with 


(lav. Randall because be baa not sent bis 
boya here as independently as Gov. Sprugue 
has his, although time would have been 
saved. 
Wisconsin in as good a state as 


Rhode Island — as lar^e at least, and her 
governor ai good n democrat ! alboit the 
Rhode Island governor's democracy in- 
clr.des a mighty big heart, with 5 pocket 
equally capacious along aide of it — a very 
convenient fixture that all the governors 
»re not furnished with. These comparisons 
aro not intended to insinuate that the 
troops that are not quite ready are going 
to be any lean efficient when they get ready 
but to show the reason why thero seems to 
he unnecessary delay at head-quarters. — 
Some people seem to forget that along with 
R soldier's duty to fight, is likewise a stern 
necessity to c.»t. 
However much clamor 


there may be about "going ahead," impul- 
»ive people may aa well undersand once for 
all that Gen. Scott will act on his life-long 
principle of being ''sure he's right," and 
rtudy first. 


A great deal of wonder haa been express 


ed at tho failure of Gen. Patterson tj "oc- 
cupy Harper's Ferry'' — a place, since the 
destruction of the railroad bridges on both 
sides of it, of no military importance what- 
ever except as one of those " •raj.?'' spoken 
of by Hived, and which there i*, no doubt 
Johnston considered ho had well act am 
baited for Patterson, when he retired a lit 
tie way off where he lay .vat.-hmg for his 
game. 
Patterson would hare crossed be 


low or above Harper'* Ferry, on ht« way to 
Richmond, before now, but for the reason 
Jlal hi* rn<>an» of transportation — thai in 


diapenaablc arm of his force — was not 
ready ; added to which, Gen. McClellau has 
not been able to leave western Virginia in 
aafe hand* to join him. . 


Another thing thnt seems to embarrass 


the government and cause considerable de- 
lay is, that it uot only has to get ready to i 
fight ita enemies, but has to keep a con. 
slant and formidable guard over its friends, 
by detailing one of the first officers in its 
service in command of a large force to 
keep the loyal city of Haltimore from stab- 
biug U unawares, at any time, in the back ! 


If the influence of a few of tho leading 


political 'journals could be kept consistent- 
ly and steadily in their own proper sphere of 
encouraging tbo people to put confidence 
in the ability and patriotism of tho head of 
the military department, with more of en- 
couragement and lesrt of criticism, the 
cause generally would be much more effi- 
ciently served. . 


Although there is uo doubt that the alow 


and sure policy which seems to bu indica- 
ted by Gen. Scott's uiovementa will be best 
in the end, yet tho trouble is gciug to bo to 
ksep the impulsive and go-ahead syirit — a 
very important war element — from re-ac- 
tion. I havo no doubt Gen. Scott has tak- 
en this into consideration by permitting 
hat spirit to feed itself in sundry skirmish- 
es, some of them with rather unfortunate 
results, without any public disapproval. 


Let Gen. Scott take his time. If "a 


insty plate of soup" seems at any time to 
je in order, I have no doubt he will dis- 
>ose of it with as much ali-crity as in his 
ounger days. If " Young America" out 
west is not quite satisfied with being let 
oose upon tbo prairies of Wisconsin, let 
them get up au expedition, as some of them 


pose, on their own hook, and go down 


,he river and 
<( clean out'1 the alligators ol 


he lower Mississippi — anything to pull to- 
gether and bring about the final jubilee.

From Camp Rniidall.

tracts from a private letter from one of our 
patriotic volunteers from Jauesville. 
The 


etter ia dated, Camp Kundall, June iiOth : 


There is probably no use in tny writing 


anything about things in camp, for if yon 
5f»ve seen Mills ho has very likely posted 
FOU, yet as there may be something in camp 
ife that would be interesting to you, I will 
;ive you a slight sketch of things here and 
of our daily duties. 


There are in camp, eight companies be- 


onging to the 5th regiment, as follows : 


Manitowoc Guards, Capt. Clark. 
Waukesha Union Guards, Capt. Bean. 
Beaver Dam Rifles, Capt. Catlin. 
North Star Hides- of Tacheda, Capt. Em- 


erson. 


German Turners of Mil., Capt. Herons. 
Janesville Light Guard, Capt. Wheeler. 
Berlin Light Guard, Capt. iiugh. 
Richhkiid Co. Volunteers, Cap!. Hawkins. 
The Milwaukee Zouaves and Dunn Toim- 


y Riflemen, both of which belong to the 
th regiment, have not yet arrived, though 
expected every day. 
There are also six 


companies belonging to the Oth regiment, 
making in all fourteen companies now in 
camp. The tents of tho ;">ili regiment are 


11 pitched, and the boys havo commenced 
tmaiuesf) in earnest, with the exception of 
cooking. When the other six companies 
composing the two regiments arrive, and 
;be tents of the Glh arc pitched, we shall 
present quite a lively appearance. 


At 5 o'clock tho reveille ia boat, at which 


time the men turn out; by 5A o'clock they 
aro drilling, drill about one hour ; at 8A o'- 
clock guard mounting ; 9 o'clock battalion 
drill; 12J o'clock, dinner; 5J o'clock, sup- 
per; 6J o'clock, dress parade. In the eve- 
ning the band usually executes some of 
its best pieces, and thus passes away the 
time till 9 o'clock ut night, at which time 
the tattoo is beat, the men all in their tents 
and quiet commences to settle over the 
camp. At 10 o'clock comes the tups, when 
tho lights are all extinguished, after which 
nothing ia heard but the steady trump of 
the sentinels, with an occasional chttlluuga. 
So passc-3 away one day nfter another, with 
now and then an incident to change the 
programme; as, for instance, the run into 
Milwaukee. The men had a hard time of it 
there ; and igain Inst night two companies 
were started for some point, destination not 
known in camp, but supposed to be Mil- 
waukee, as more trouble ia apprehended 
:here. 


I cannot close without saying a few words 


about our officers, Col. Cobb, Lieut. Col. 
Emery and Maj. Larabeo ; they are all liked 
by the ofilers and men. 
I have no' heard 


one word of fault with cither of them ; al- 
ways pleasant and affable- to the men, and 
being gentlemen, in every sense- of the word, 
they certainly must make good ollicerd. — 
But it is supper time and I must close.

But your 
correspondent not being a regular member 
of the privy council—a " Knight of the 
GOLDES CIRCLE"—he has not been in pos- 
session of these important items till after 
they had been given to the public through 
other sources. So if you have seemed to 
suffer any from a lack of original corres- 
pondence, you have at least in some instan- 
ces been relieved from the subsequent an- 
nouncement that " our correspondent's in- 
formation seems to have been premature.'' 
The fact is that the telegraphic reporters of 
two or three of the leading journals are 
more than capable of keeping the public 
posted in rieiw items, and I shall not there- 
fore attemt'i to interfere with thejr voca- 
tion.—I v/ili speak of some matters of fact, 
and from them draw what seems to be some 
reasonable inferences—aside from facts of 
what has bean done and what is doing there 
is no use in speculating. Militarily speak- 
ing, there is no telling " what a day may 
bring forth." 
The " ways " of General 


Scott are emphatically " past finding out." 
But to the facts of v?hat has been and is be- 
ing done. 


There have arrived up to the present 


time at this military station about fifty-six 
thousand troops, making with the District 
volunteers a total of about sixty thousand- 
The Massachusetts regiments generally have 
come well equipped. The New York regi- 
ments 
indifferently. 
The Pennsylvania 


regiments badlj-. Rhode Island, Nsw Jer- 
sey and New Hampshire have come ready 
for action, with army waggons and abund- 
ant stores following-their regiments. Had 
ail the states been enabled to send their 
forces in the condition of the three last 
named, the entire army might have been 
ready to-day to have commenced operations 
a«d to have moved forward not only to take 
but to occupy and hold the enemy's posi- 
tions. 
But most of the regiments have 


beem obliged to go into camp here for weeks 
till the government could furnish arms and 
army teams and stores to put them on a real 
'•' war footing." This has been done as fast 
as it could be done ; the force, probably to 
about two-thirds the whole amount, have 
passed over into Virginia, and in a condi- 
tion that they will not be obliged to " come 
home the first night after their supper I" 
It 


is one thing to say " we arc all ready." It 
is another thing to get ready. Take for in- 
atanco Wisconsin. If I am not mistaken, 
Wisconsin was called upon originally for 
two regitnecls. They were said to have 
been promjtly raised, and subsequently 
several other regiments were accepted. 
If 


I am not likewise mistaken it is some weeks 
since the government called for a" the Wis- 
consin troops that were ready. 
Testerday 


the Second Wisconsin regiment uriived.— 
They are well and snbstantially clothed, 
appear tolerably well drilled, but they have 
been obliged to go into camp here till the 
government can fit them out with approved 
arms and the necessary army teams to'fol- 
low them into service. The government 
bid them more than welcome, and are ready 
to do for them as fast as they can. 


The government is not finding fault with 


Gov. Randall because he has not sent his 
boys here as independently as Gov. Sprngue 
has his, although time would have been 
sav<jd. 
Wisconsin is as good a state as 


Bhode Island—as large at least, and her 
governor as good a democrat! albsit the 
Rhode Island governors democracy in- 
cludes a mighty big heart, with a pocket 
equally capacious along side of it—a very 
convenient fixture that all the governors 
are not furnished with. These comparisons 
are not intended to insinuate that the 
troops that are not quite ready are going 
to be any less efficient when they get ready, 
but to show the reason why there seems to 
be unnecessary delay at head-quarters.— 
Some people seem to forget that along with

Although there l.s' no doubt that the slow 


and sure policy which seems to be indica- 
ted by Gea. Scott's movements will be best 
in the end, yet the trouble is going to bo to 
keep the impulsive and. go-ahead spirit—a 
very important war element—from re-ac- 
tion. I have no doubt Gen. Scott has tak- 
en this into consideration by permitting 
that spirit to feed itself in sundry skirmish- 
es, some of them with rather unfortunate 
results, without any public disapproval. 


Let Gen. Scott take his time. If "a 


hasty plate of soup" seems at any time to 
be in order, I have no doubt he will dis- 
pose of it with as much alf-crity as iu his 
rounger days. If " Young America'1 out 
west ia not quite satisfied with being let 
loose upon the prairies of Wisconsin, let 
them get up an expedition, as some of them 
propose, on their own hook, and go down 
the'river and " clean out" the alligators of 
the lower Mississippi—anything to pull to- 
gether and briug about the final jubilee.

From Camp Randall. 


We are indebted to C. R. Gibbs, Esq., 


for permission to make the following ex- 
tracts from a private letter from one of our 
patriotic volunteers from Janesville. The 
letter is dated, Camp Randall, June 30th : 


There is probably no use in my writing 


anything about things in camp, for if you 
have seen Mills ho has very likely posted 
you, yet as there may be something in camp 
life that would be interesting to you, I will 
give you a-slight sketch of things here and 
of our daily duties. 


There are in camp, eight companies be- 


longing to the 5th regiment, as follows : 


Manitowoc Guards, Capt. Clark. 
Waukesha Union Guards, Capt. Bean. 
Beaver Dam Rifles, Capt. Catlin. 
North Star Rifles-of Tacheda, Capt. Em- 


erson. 


German Turners of Mil., Capt. Bereus. 
Janesville Light Guard, Capt. Wheeler. 
Berlin Light Guard, Capt. Bugh. 
Richland Co. Volunteers, Capt. Hawkins. 
The Milwaukee Zouaves and Dunn Coun- 


ty Riflemen, both of which belong to the 
5th regiment, have not yet arrived, though 
expected every day. There are also six 
companies belonging to the Gth regiment, 
making in all fourteen companies now in 
camp. The tents of the 5th regiment are 
all pitched, and the boys have commenced 
business in earnest, with the exception of 
cooking. 
When the other six companies 


composing the two regiments arrive, and 
the tents of the Gth arc pitched, we shall 
present quite a lively appearance. 


At 5-o'cloc.k the reveille is beat, at which 


time the men turn out; by 5J o:clock they 
are drilling, drill about one hour ; at 8| o'- 
clock guard mounting ; 9 o'clock battalion 
drill; 12J o'clock, dinner; uJ o'clock, sup 
per; GJ o'clock, dress parade. In the eve- 
ning the band usually executes some of 
its best pieces, and thus passes away the 
time till 9 o'clock at night, at which, time 
the tattoo is beat, the men all in their tents 
and quiet commences to settle over the 
camp. At 10 o'clock comes the taps, when 
the lights are all extinguished, after which 
nothing is heard but the steady tramp o! 
the sentinels, with an occasional challenge 
So passes away one day after another, with 
now and then an incident to change the 
programme; as, for instance, the ruu into 
Milwau'kee. The men had a hard time of it 
there ; and again last night-two companies 
were started for some point, destination not 
known in carnp, but supposed to be Mil 
waukee, as more trouble is apprehended 
there. 


I cannot close without saying a few words 


about our officers, Col. Cobb, Lieut. Col 
Emery and Maj. Larabee ; they are all likec 
by the offiers and men. I have not heard 
one word of fault with either of them ; al 
ways pleasant and affable to the men, anc 
being gentlemen, in every sense of the word 
they certainly must make good officers.— 
But it is supper time and I must close.

Editors Missouri Democrat:— 


tAs you know, we left St. Louis at 11 
o'clock on Sunday morning, and after a 
prosperous run we arrived at Rolla, in 
Phelps county at 7 p. m. The officers and 
mefl WeVe alt i.h the-highest gl?<aat the pros- 
pects of a trial of camp life. We were 
most-kindly welcomed at every village, and 
indeed at almost every farm house. Men 
greeted us with loud;shouts for the "Star 
Spangled Banner."' The children were 
lavish in tour hurrahs, and the. women- 
God bless them—greeted us all along the 
route, with clouds of waving white hand- 
kerchiefs. In one place in. Phelps county, 
three women appeared on a balcony, waving 
a large American Hag. The shout of the 
boys in response, was enthusiastic and deaf- 
ening. 


It would be a matter of no interest to 


your readers to hear of small camp annoy- 
ances, (we have a few of them) so without 
reference to rain, mud, and bad roads, I 
will give you the "incidents by the way- 
side." We took up the line of march from 
Rolla at two o'clock on Monday p. m., and 
after passing over twelve miles of bad road, 
came to camp for the night on "Little Pi- 
Bey," near the house of Mrs. John Harri- 
son, who has resided in the same spot since 
1818. 
Mrs. Harrison is, of course, a Un- 


ion man. 
She kindly entertained the Gen- 


eral and staff. 


Thus far, we have not yet pitched our 


tents, and it seems doubtful if we do for 
some time to come. We,are treated with 
great kindness by all we meet. 
We find 


nearly-all citizens willing to give up teams, 
wagons,. &c., for the use of the government. 
This morning I saw one of the teamsters 
cross a fence and "appropriate" a smo.ll 
feed box, while two ladies stood in the do>or 
of a house, only a few rods distant. 
Being 


behind, I stopped at the gate, and proposed 
to pay for the feed box, but the lady said, 
"No, sir; you are welcome to the box, and 
anything else you can find on this farm, 
thai will be of service to you iu fighting the 
secessionists." - Instances of this feeling 
are numerous. Some officers met a gentle- 
man this morning, who WES riding a fine 
horse; one of the former, who was on foot, 
expressed a desire for a good horse, when 
the farmer quietly dismounted and present- 
ed his horse to. the officer. 


Last night we encamped near a detach- 


ment, one company of Col. Brown's regi- 
inent, who had preceded us. This company 
was entertaining a company of Home 
Guard riflemen from Miller county. This 
company consists of 87 men well mounted. 
They carry Kentucky rifles. They are com- 
manded "ny Capt. Kennedy, of ."Old Ken- 
tuck." His 'men are nearly all from the 
same glorious old state. They have cap- 
tured, and now hold for their own use, two 
lots of the ammunition run off from Jef- 
ferson City by our late Gov. Jackson. I 
have reliable news of such organizations of 
mounted Home Guards in Camden, Dallas 
and Laclede counties. 
We have now been 


two days in what we supposed to be the en- 
emy's country, and I have met only the 
most determined Union men. We are 
cheered and congratulated by all we meet. 
Seceasionism is at a greater discount here 
than it is in St. Louis. 
Union men are 


comparatively more numerous here than 
there. There are none of that class her 
which is so numerous in St. Lonis—they 
who are for the Union, yet exhaust all 1heir 
rhetoric in apologizing for treason. They 
recognize the acts of the traitor, and call 
him and them by their proper names.

Grenadiers of six 
feet were they nearly all, and the Great Na- 
poleon would have given his right baud for 
a bnt tall ion of just such. 


The reception by this town of theae vast 


levies varied very widely from thai; which 
saluted their predecessors.

They would keep off and 
often drive off, rrotii the platforms ut the 
depots, loyal men nnd women, coming to 
bring thu hungry ami thirsty troops wel- 
come food and t-till more welcome water. 
In one case, t. captain had to interfere to 
protect the^e good Rr.umritans.

Cumberland.. Finding it next to itnpossi- 
blti, yesterday, to get,.reliable information; 
respecting the enemy, I united the thirteen, 
and directed themjif possible to get to Frank- 
forttowh, midway between this place and 
Romn^y, and see if the rr-bel troops were 
there. 
They went mtbio a-' quarter of a 


mile'of theplace and fpnnd it.full of cavalry. 


In returning, they overtook a party of 


horsemen, and at once charged them, rout- 
ing and driving them, back more than a 
mile, killing eight of them and securing 
seventeen horses. 


Corporal Hayes, who was in command of 


my men, was ciespprately wounded with sa- 
bre cuts and bullets.

Taking bim back, they halted abont one 


hour and were then attacked by the enemy, 
who were re-enforced to . about seventy-five 
men. 
The attack was so sudden that they 


abandoned the horses and crossed to a small 
island at the mouth of Patterson's creek. 


The charge of the rebels was bold and 


confident, yet twenty-three fell , under the 
fire'of my picket, close about and on tbe 
I-.land. . . . 


My fellow's finally were driven off and 


scattered, eaoh man for himself. 
All are iu 


.camp now. 


Corporal Hayes of Company A is wound- 


ed, but recovering. John C. Hollinp-^worth 
of Company B it dead. 
He was taken pris- 


oner and brutally murdered. Three com- 
panies went to the ground this morning and 
recovered everything belonging to the pick- 
ets except a few horses; 


The enemy were engaged all night in box- 


ing up their dead. 
Two of their officers 


were killed. They laid out twenty-three 
corpses in the porch of a neighboring farm 
house. We shall bury Holiingsworth to- 
morrow.

iments of rebels are in Romnoy, under Col.

A Romance of tlie Sea. 


Brief mention has been made in the nin- 


rine news department of the daily journals 
of a.disaster to the schooner Georgianna, 
LOT! Creed master, of Cohassett, on the 
14th of May. The wholo story of this dis- 
aster, as we have:heard it from the best au- 
thority, sounds m'ore like romance than re- 
ality—so much so that ae involuntarily 
wrote the caption.above when we sat down 
to indite this article. 
i : 


The Georgianna was on a fishing cruise 


along, the coast between Cape Cod and 
Montauk Point, the eastern extremity of 
Long Island, acd while lying to under jib 
and foresail, at one o'clock, A. M., on the 
day above mentioned, twenty-five miles 
north-west of Montank, ths bark William 
Lord, bound , from Baltimore to Boston, 
struck her amidships, staving her bulwarks 
and giving her a severe shock. The crew, 
numbering sixteen persons iu all, were 
asleep in their bunks below, with the ex- 
ception of the watch on deck, who was 
jrobably as sound asleep as any other per- 
son on board. 
Immediately every man 


rushed on deck, and,-Concluding that the 
schooner would soon go down, scrambled on 
board the bark while the two vessels were 
yet afoul of each other. The night was 
very dark, and in a few moments the schoo- 
ner had disappeared. 


When the excitement was over, Captain 


Creed ascertained that a boy twelve years 
old, named Andrew H. Pronty, a Cohasset 
boy, 
had been left on board the schooner. 


An effort was made to induce the captain 
of the bark to lie by till morning, but lie 
refused, being quite positive in the belief 
that the schooner sank immediately after 
the collision. And so the bark sailed to 
Holmes' Hole, and left young Prouty to his 
fate. 


The boy thus left alone in a shattered 


vessel did not waken until about four o'clock 
in the morning. He went on deck, and 
finding that the whole crew had disappear- 
ed, he concluded that they had been taken 
and carried away, or thrown overboard bv 
' 


molished the structure, which was thirty 
feet high.

as large as a dragoon, at a distance of near- 
ly two miles, four times in five discharges. 
An effective charge of cavalry can hardly 
be made iu ordinary fields at half this dis- 
tance, as much of the weight of the charge- 
depends on the raassiveness of the brigade 
or closeness of the ranks. Rapid firing 
from a park of rifled cannon would, thenf- 
fore, completely disorganize assembled brig- 
ades of cavalry, and rapid actirn woufd 
maintain the advantage thns gained by 
these arms. 


If we consider the effect on infantry, the 


long range of this artillery prevents the 
massing of divisions anywhere within the 
distance reached by explosive missiles, and 
compels the troops to advance in open or- 
der, aud at a rapid exhausting pace. 


Hence mere numbers, representing ag- 


gregate strength, under the altered condi- 
tions of warfare, do not indicate the power 
of armies; and such illustrations as are 
here given might be multiplied almost in- 
definitely. 


It may he of interest to present in this 


connection some facts in relation to the 
positive force of missiles thrown from the 
more improved_kinds of cannon.

But your 
correspondent not being a regular member 
of the privy council—a '' Knight of the 
GOLDEN CIBCLE "—he has not been in pos- 
session of these important items till after 
they had been given to the public through 
other sources. So if you have seemed to 
suffer any from a lack of original corres- 
pondence, you have at least in some instan- 
ces been relieved from the subsequent an 
nouncement that " our correspondent's in- 
formation seems to have been premature.'' 
The fiict is that tbe telegraphic reporters of 
two or three of the leading journals are 
more than capable of keeping the public 
posted in netcs items, and I sball not there 
fore attemnt to interfere with thejr voca- 
tion—I will speak of some matters of fact, 
and from them draw what seems to be some 
reasonable inferences—aside from facts of 
what has been done and what is doing there 
is no use in speculating. 
Militarily speak- 


ing, there is no telling " what a day may 
bring forth.'' 
The "ways" of General 


Scott are emphatically " past finding out." 
But to tbe facts of what has been and is be- 
ing done. 


There have arrived up to the present 


time at this military station about fifty-six 
thousand troops, making with the District 
volunteers a total of about sixty thousand- 
The Massachusetts regiments generally have 
come -well equipped. The New York regi- 
ments 
indifferently. 
The Pennsylvania 


regiments badly. Khode Island, New Jer- 
sey and New Hampshire have come ready 
for action, with army waggons and abund- 
ant stores following-their regiments. Had 
all the states been enabled to send their 
forces in the condition of the three last 
named, the entire army might have been 
ready to-day to have commenced operations 
and to have moved forward not only totake 
but to occupy and hold the enemy's posi- 
tions. But most of the regiments have 
been obliged to go into camp here for weeks 
till the government could furnish arms and 
army teams and stores to put them on a real 
'' war footing." This has been done as fast 
as it could be done; the force, probably to 
about two-thirds the whole amount, have 
passed over into Virginia, and in a condi- 
tion that they will not be obliged to " come 
home {hefirst night after their supper.'" 
It 


is one thing to say " we arc all ready." It 
is another thing to get ready. Take for in- 
stance Wisconsin. 
If I am not mistaken, 


Wisconsin was called npon originally for 
two regiments. 
They were said to have 


been promptly raised, and subsequently 
several other regiments were accepted. If 
I am not likewise mistaken it is some weeks 
since the government called for all the Wis- 
consin troops that were ready. 
Yesterday 


the Second Wisconsin regiment arrived;— 
They are well and substantially clothed, 
appear tolerably well drilled, but they have 
been obliged to go into camp here till the 
government can fit them out with approved 
arms and the necessary army teams to fol- 
low them into service. The government 
hid them more than welcome, and are ready 
to do for them as fast as they can. 


The government is not finding fault with 


Gov. Randall because he has not sent his 
boys here as independently as Gov. Spnigue 
has his, although time would have been 
saved. Wisconsin is as good a state as 
Rhode Island—as large at least, and her 
governor as good a democrat! albeit the 
Rhode Island governors democracy in- 
cludes a mighty big heart, with a pocket 
equally capacious along side of it—a very 
convenient fixture that all the governors 
are not furnished with. These comparisons 
are not intended to insinuate that the 
troops that are not quite ready are going 
to J>e any less efficient when they get ready, 
but to show the reason why there seems to 
be unnecessary delay at head-quarters.— 
Some people seem to forget that along with 
a soldiers duty to fight, is likewise a stern 
necessity to eat. 
However much clamor 


there may be about " going ahead," impul- 
sive people may as well nndersand once for 
all that G«n. Sc-olt will act on his life-long 
principle of being " sure he's right." and 
ready first. 


A great deal of wonder has been express- 


ed at the failure of Gen. Patterson to " oc- 
cupy Harper's Ferry '—a place, since the 
destruction of the railroad bridges on both 
sides of it, of no military importance what- 
ever except as one of those " traps" spoken 
of by Hives, and which there is no doubt 
Johnston considered he had well set and 
baited for Patterson, when he retired a lit- 
tle way off where he lay *atahing for his 
game. Patterson would have crossed be- 
low or above Harpers Ferry, on his way to 
Richmond, before now, but for tbe reason 
that hi* means of transportation—that in- 


dispensable arm of his force—was not 
ready.5 added to which; Gen. McClellaii has 
not been able to leave western Virginia in 
safe hands to join him. 


Another thing that seems to embarrass 


the government and cause considerable de- 
lay is, that it not only has to get ready to 
fight its enemies, but has to keep a con. 
slant and formidable guard over its friends, 
by detailing one of the first officers in its 
service in command of a large force to 
keep the loyal city of Baltimore from stab- 
bing it unawares, Jkt any time, iii the back ! 


If the influence of a few of the leading 


political journals could be kept consistent- 
ly and steadily in their own proper sphere of 
encouraging the people to put confidence 
in the ability and patriotism of the head of 
the military department, with more of en- 
couragement and less of criticism, the 
cause generally would be much more effi- 
ciently served..._. 


Although there is no doubt that the slow 


and sure policy which seems to be indica 
ted by Gen. Scott's movements will be best 
in the end, yet the trouble is going to be to 
keep the impulsive and go-ahead spirit—a 
very important war element—from re-ac- 
tion. I have no doubt Gen. Scott has tak 
en this into consideration by permitting 
that spirit to feed itself in sundry skirmish- 
es, some of them with rather unfortunate 
results, without any public disapproval. 


Let Gen. Scott take his time. If "a 


hasty plate of soup" seems at any time to 
be in order, I have no doubt he will dis 
pose of it with as much atcrity as in his 
younger days. If " Young America" out 
west is not quite satisfied with being let 
loose upon the prairies of Wisconsin, let 
them get up an expedition, as some of them 
propose, on their own hook, and go down 
the'river and " clean out'' the alligators of 
the lower Mississippi—anything to pull to 
gether and bring about the final jubilee.

From Camp Randall. 


We are indebted to C. R. Gibbs, Esq., 


for permission to make the following ex 
tracts from a private letter from one of oar 
patriotic volunteers from Janesville. 
The 


letter is dated, Camp Randall, June 30th : 


There is probably no use in my writing 


anything about things in camp, for if you 
have seen Mills he has very likely posted 


you, yet as there may be something in camp 
life that would be interesting to you, I will 
give you a-slight sketch of things here and 
of our daily duties. 


There are in camp, eight companies be- 


longing to the 5th regiment, as follows: 


Manitowoc Guards, Capt. Clark. 
Waukesha Union Guards, Capt. Bean. 
Beaver Dam Rifles, Capt. Catlin. 
North Star Rifles-of Tacheda, Capt. Em- 


erson. 


German Turners of Mil., Capt. Bereus. 
Janesville Light Guard, Capt. Wheeler. 
Berlin Light Guard, Capt. Bugh. 
Richlaud Co. Volunteers, Capt. Hawkins. 
The Milwaukee Zouaves an,i Dunn Coun- 


ty Riflemen, both of which bslong to the 
5th regiment, have not yet arrived, though 
expected every day. There are also six 
companies belonging to the 6th regiment, 
making in all fourteen companies now in 
camp. Tbe tents of the uth regiment are 
all pitched, and the boys have commenced 
business in earnest, with the exception of 
cooking. 
When the other six companies 


composing the two regiments arrive, and 
the tents of the 6th are pitched, we shall 
present quite a lively appearance. 


At 5 o'clock the reveille is beat, at which 


time the men turn out: by 5i o'clock they 
are drilling, drill about one hour; at 8* o'- 
clock guard mounting ; 9 o'clock battalion 
drill: 12J o'clock, dinner: 5J o'clock, sap- 
per; 6J o'clock, dress parade. In the eve- 
ning the band usually executes some of 
its best pieces, aud thus passes away the 
time till 9 o'clock at night, at which time 
the tattoo is beat, the men all in their tents 
and quiet commences to settle over the 
camp. At 10 o'clock comes the taps, when 
the lights are all extinguished, after which 
nothing is heard but the steady tramp of 
tbe sentinels, with au occasional challenge. 
So passes away one day after another, with 
now and then an incident to change the 
programme; as, for instance, the ruu into 
Milwaukee. The men had a hard tine of it 
there ; and again last night iwo companies 
were started for some point, destination not 
known in camp, but supposed to be Mil- 
waukee, as more trouble is apprehended 
there. 


I cannot close without saying a few words 


about our officers, Col. Cobb, Lieut. Col. 
Emery and Maj. Larabee; they are all liked 
by the offiers aud men. I have not heard 
one word of fault with either of them ; al- 
ways pleasant and affable to the men, and 
being gentlemen, in every sense of the word, 
they certainly must make good officers.— 
But it is supper time and I must close.

Last Night's Report. 


FORT MONBOE, June 30. 


The celebrated steam gau arrived last 


evening. Prof. Lowe -is expected to-day 
with his mouBtrOus balloon. Two prison- 
ers and two deserters were brought in to- 
day. All Zouave deserters having been 
pressed into the confederate service escaped 
the first opportunity, and are uniformed ex- 
pressly like ]>uryeas' Zouaves. The two 
prisoners were stragglers of a scouting par- 
ty of 200. They agree that au attack on 
Newport News was inteuded night before 
last, and only prevented by the incessant 
rain. 


About 4,oOft men, including a strong 


body of cavalry, with some twelve pieces of 
aitiilery, advanced from Yorktown where 
there are only 12,000 troops from Louisiana. 
South Carolina, North Carolina and Geor- 
gia. 
The cavalry is made up of the elite 


of Virginia, and exceedingly well mounted. 


Provisions are scarce at Yorktown. The 


two prisoners were originally from Boston 
and New York. 
They were at Pensacola, 


and their regiment having almost mutinied, 
they were paid $5 each, the only money yet 
received by them. 
They then went to 


Richmond, aud lastly came to Yorktown. 
Three shots were fired from a Sawyer's 
rifled gun at Newport News, the mate of 
that in the Rip Raps, one of which reached 
the opposite bank of James river, 41 miles. 


BALTIMORE, p. M., July 1. 


The military still remain posted in the 


city, and a detachment at the custom house 
to guard the specie there. Jt is rumored 
that several prominent secessionists will be 
arrested. It is not true that the mayor was 
to be arrested. 
A small quantity of mus- 


kets were found secreted in the east police 
station. Search for arms still continues. 


The Vienna press asserts that the minis 


terial council have resolved not to accept 
the address of the Hungarian Diet, and to 
dissolve the municipality of Peslh.

At Point Lookout, at the confluence of the 
Potomac and Chesapeake, a large number 
of men, who afterward proved to be Virgin- 
ians, came aboard in citizens' dress—among 
them Com. Hollins, late of the" U. S. Navy. 
They seized the vessel, placed Hollins in 
command, set the passengers ashore at their 
several landings, and then went out into the 
bay and captured a brig bound to Balti- 
more with coffee, a bark to Washington, 
and a schooner to Boston frotn Alexandria 
with coal. They took the prizes to Freder- 
icksburg, where they now lie.

ST. Louis, July 1. 


Mr. Nottingham, Overland Mail Agent, 


arrived from tbe southwest, says that Col. 
Seigel's command and part of another regi- 
ment reached Springfield on the 23d. Their 
approach created a great panic among the 
secessionists. Between Lebanon, in La- 
clede county, and Springfield, half the houses 
and farms were deserted, because a few 
frightened men had gone before the troops 
and falsely represented them as destroying 
property aud outraging women. At some 
points tbe secessionists would gather and 


resolve to sell their lives aa dearly as possi- 
ble, but, before the troops arrived, they 
would run in all directions. 


From Springfield Seigel sent out a scout- 


ing party, which returned soon :with impor- 
tant secret intelligence. Five hundred men 
were dispatched westwardjy, towards Mt. 
Veruon. Messengers arrived on Tuesday 
in hot haste, when jthe whole of Seigel's 
command, accompanied by the Home Guard 
under Col. Boyd, started on a forced march 
west, taking artillery,, ammunition, and all 
appliances for an active engagement. 
The 


movement was intended to cut off Gov. 
Jackson, who was in Newton county v.'ith 
1,JDO men. 


Our informant says that the country is of 


such a character that the Governor must 
take the road to Mt, Vernon, and he thinks 
it probable that Seigel has already defeated 
or captured him. 


Ben. McCulloch is still at Fort Smith, 


and not prepared for a movement in any 
direction.

A most significant article is published 


simultaneously in the Paris Moniteur and 
Patrie. These official organs of Napoleon 
foreshadow the coming recognition of the 
rebel states of the southern confederacy as 
an independent power by the emperor. His 
majesty announces, both for himself and 
other European powers, that tbe confedera- 
cy will be acknowledged when it shows that 
it can maintain itself, and that international 
relations can be established with* its rebels. 


WASHINGTON, July 1. 


Maj. Gen, Fremont received his commis- 


sion, to-day, in the regular army.

ly other major general so commissioned is 
McClellan, to whom he therefore tanks 
next. - 


Herald's dispacth.—No doubt need be 


entertained that the suppression of the re- 
bellion will be prosecuted vigorously and 
without halting.

souri Democrat from one of the southwes- 
tern counties of Missouri, to show how 
strong the Union feeling is in that part of 
the state: 


PDLASKI Co., £ine 25, 1861. 


Editors Missouri Deulucrat:— 


As yon know, we left St. Lonia at 11 


o'clock on Sunday morning, and after a 
prosperous ran we arrived at Rolls, in 
Phelps county at 7 p. m. The officers and 
men were all in the highest g!°« at the pros- 
pects of a trial of camp life. We were 
most kindly welcomed at every village, and 
indeed at almost every farm house. Men 
greeted us with load shouts for the " Star 
Spangled Banner." The children were 
lavish in thur hurrahs, and the women— 
God bless them—greeted as all along the 
route, with clouds of waving white hand- 
kerchiefs. In one place in Phelps county, 
three women appeared on a balcony, waving 
a large American flag. The shout of the 
boys in response, was enthusiastic and deaf- 
ening. 


It would be a matter of no iuterest to 


your readers to hear of small camp annoy- 
ances, (we have A few of them) so without 
reference to rain, mud, and bad roads, I 
will give yon the " incidents by the way- 
s'.de." We took up the line of march from 
RoDa at two o'clock on Monday p. m., and 
after passing over twelve miles of bad road, 
came to camp for the night on "Little Pi- 
Bey," near the house of Mrs. John Harri- 
son, who has resided in the same spot since 
1818. 
Mrs. Harrison is, of course, a Un- 


ion man. 
She kindly entertained the Gen- 


eral and staff. 


Thus far, we have not yet pitched our 


tents, and it seems doubtful if we do for 
some time to come. 
We are treated with 


great kindness by all we meet. We find 
nearly- all citizen* willing to give up teams, 
wagons, <ic., for tbe use of the government. 
This morning I saw one of the teamsters 
cross a fence and "appropriate" a small 
feed box, while two ladies stood in the door 
of a house, only a few rods distant. Being 
behind, I stopped at the gate, and proposed 
to pay for the feed box, but the lady said, 
" No. sir; yon are welcome to the box, and 
anything else you can find on this farm, 
that will be of service to yon in fighting the 
secessionists." Instances of this feeling 
are numerous. Some officers met a gentle- 
man this morning, who was riding a fiue 
horse; one of the former, who was on foot, 
expressed a desire for a good horse, when 
the farmer quietly dismounted and present- 
ed his horse to the officer. 


Last night we encamped near a detach- 


ment, one company of Col. Brown's legi 
cnent, who had preceded us. This company 
was entertaining a company of Home 
Guard riflemen from Miller county. This 
company consists of 87 men well mounted 
They carry Kentucky rifles. They are com 
manded by Capt. Kennedy, of ''Old Ken- 
tuck." His men are nearly all from the 
same glorious old state. They have cap 
tared, and now hold for their own use, two 
lots of the ammunition run off from Jef- 
ferson City by our late Gov. Jackson. ] 
have reliable news of such organizations o: 
mounted Home Guards in Camden, Dallas 
and Laclede connties. We have now been 
two days in what we supposed to be the en 
emy's country, and I have met only the 
most determined Uuion men. We are 
cheered and congratulated by all we meet. 
Secessionism is at a greater discount here 
than it is in St. Louis. Union men are 
comparatively more numerous here than 
there. There are none of that class here 
which is so numerous in St. Louis—they 
who ate for the Union, yet exhaust all their 
rhetoric in apologizing for treason. They 
recognize the acts of the traitor, and call 
him and them by their proper names. 


A Comet Vlelbie.
